ARTICLE I. 


PREAMBLE AND BOUNDARIES, j 


We, the people of the Territory of Iowa, grateful to the Supreme Preamble. 
Being for the blessings hitherto enjoyed, and feeling our dependence 
on Him for a continuation of those blessings, do ordain and establish a 
free and independent Government, by the name of the Srare or Jowa, 
the boundaries whereol shall be as follows: 

Beginning i in the middle of the main channel of the Mississippi river, Boundaries. 
ata point due east of the middle of the mouth of the main channel of the 
Des Moines river ; thence up the middle of the main channel of the said 
Des Moines river, to a point on said river where the northern boundary 
line of the State uf Missouri—as established by the constitution of that 
State, adopted June 12th, 1820—crosses the said middle of the main 
channel of the said Des Moines river; thence westwardly along the : 
said northern Loundary line of the State of Missouri, as established at 
the time aforesaid, until an extension of said line intersect the middle of 
the main channel of the Missouri river; thence ip the middle of the 
main channel of the said Missouri river to a point opposite the middle 
of the main channel of- the Big Sioux river, according to Nicollette 
map j thence up the main channel of the said Big Sioux river, accord- 
ing to said map, until it is mtersected by the parallel of forty-three 
degrees and thirty minutes north latitude; thence east along said par- 
allel of forty-three degrees and thirty minutes until said parallel inter-

ARTICLE II. 


BILL OF RIGHTS. 


AGH I. All men are, by nature, free and independent, and have certain 
unalienable rights—among which are those of enjoying and defending 
life and liberty, acquiring, possessing and protecting property, and 
pursuing and obtaining safety and happiness.

ernment. 2. All political power is inherent in the people. Government is 


instituted for the protection, security and benefit of the peoplo, and they 
have the right, at all times, to aller or reform the same, whenever the 
public good may require it. ; 

Religion, 3. The General Assembly shall make no law respecting an estab- 
lishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; nor shall 
any person be compelled to attend any place of ‘worship, pay tithes, 
taxes, or other rates for building or repairing places of worship, or for 
the maintenance of any minister or ministry. 

Religionstest, , 4: No religious test shall be required as a qualification for any office 

= or public trust, and no person shall be deprived of any of his rights, 
privileges or capacities, or disqualified from the performance of any of 
his public or private duties, or rendered incompetent to give evidence 
in any court of law or equity, in consequence of his opinions on the 
Subject of religion. 


Suele: 5. Any citizen of this State who may hereafter be engaged, either 


directly or indirectly, ina duel, either as principal, or accessory before 
the fact, sball forever be disqualified from holding any office under the 
constitution and Jaws of this State. f

Liberty of 7. Every person may speak, write and publish his sentiments on all- 
pres, Subjects, being responsible for the abuse of that right. No law shall 


be passed to restrain or abridge the liberty of speech or of the press. 
In all prosecutions ar- indictments for libel, the truth may be given in 
evidence to the jury, and, if it appear to the jury that the matter charged 
as libelous was true,’ and was published with good motives and for 
justifiable ends, the party shall be acquitted. 
erai @8. The right of the people to be secure in their persons, houses,: 

wearchos. papers and effects, against unreasonable seizures and searches, shall 
not be violated; and no warrant shall issue but on probable cause, 
supported by oath or affirmation, particularly describing the place to be 
searched, and the papers and things to be seized. 

Jary trial. 9. The right of trial by jury shall remain-inviolate; but the General 
Assembly may authorize trial.by a jury ofta less number than twelve 
men ininferior courts. 
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10. In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall have a right to a oeeigets of ac- 
speedy trial by an impartial jury; to be informed of the accusation 
against him ; to be confronted with the witnesses against him; to have 
compulsory process for his own witnesses, and to have the assistance 
of counsel, 

11. No person shall be held to answer for a criminal offence, unless , Criminal of 
on presentment or indictment by a grand jury, except in cases cogniza- 
ble by justices of the peace, or arising in the army or navy, or in the 
militia, when in actual service, in time of war or public danger.

AÑ persons shall, before cońviction, be bailable by sufficient sureties, ails 
except for capital offences where the proof is evident or the pre- 
sumption great, 

13. The writ of habeas corpus shall not be suspended, unless in case Habeas corpus. 
of rebellion or invasion the public safety may require it. 

14. The military shall be subordinate to the civil power. No stand- Army. 
ing army shall be be kept up by the State in time of peace; and, in 
time of war, no appropriation for a standing army shall be for a longer 1 
time than two years. 

15. No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any house Soldiers. 
without the consent of the owner, nor in fime of war, except in the 
manner prescried by law. 

16. Treason against the State shall consist only in levying war Treason 
against it, adhering to its enemies, or giving them aid and comfort. No 
person shall be convicted of treason, unless on the evidence of two 
witnesses to the same overt act, or confession in open court. 

17. Excessive bail shall not be required; excessive fines shall not pai 
be imposed, and cruel and unusual punishments shall not be inflicted, 

18, Private property shall not be taken for public use without just Property.

19, No person shall be imprisoned for debt in any civil action, on tmprisonment 
mesne or final process, unless in case of fraud} and no person shall be “* °° 
imprisoned for a militia fine in time of peace. - 

20. The people have the right freely to assemble together, to counsel , Right to as- 
for the common good ; to make known their opinions to their repres@g- 
| tatives, and to petition for redress of grievances. , 

21. No dill of əttainder, ex post facto law, or law impairing the rypost facta °

22. Foreigners who are, or who may hereafter become, residents of forejenees.

23. Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, unless for the punish- 
ment of crimes, shall ever be tolerated in this State. 

24. This enumeration of rights shall not be construed to impair or 
deny others, retained by the people. 


ARTICLE III, 


RIGHT OF SUFFRAGE. 

1, Every white male citizen of the United States of the age of 
twenty-one years, who shall have been a resident of the State six 
months next preceding the election, and the county in which he claiggs 
his vote twenty days, shall be entitled to vote at all elections which are 
now, or hereafier may be, authorized by law. 

2. Electors shall, in all cases except treason, felony or breach of the 
peace, be privileged from arrest on the days of election, during their 
attendance at suéh election, going to and returning therefrom. 

3. No elector shall be obliged to perform militia duty on the day of 
election, except in time of war or public danger. 

4, No person in the military, naval or marine service of the United 
States, shall be considered a resident of this State by being stationed iu 
any garrison, barrack, or milifary or naval place or station within this 
State. 

5. No idiot or insane person. or person convicted of any infamous 
crime, shall be entitled to the privileges of an elector. 

6. Al! elections by the people shall be by ballot. 


ARTICLE IV. 


OF THE DISTRIBUTION OF POWERS. 


1. The powers of the Government of Towa shall be divided inte 
three separate departments—the Legislative, the Executive, and the 
Judicial; and no person charged with the exercise of powers properly 
belonging to one of these departments, shall exercise any function ap- 
pertaining to either of the cthers, except in cases hercinafter expressly 
directed or permitted. 


s LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


1. The leaise ani authority of this State ehall be vested in a Senate 
an l House of Representatives, which shall be designated the General 
Assembly of the State of Iowa; and the style of their laws shall com- 
mence in the following manner: “ Beit enacted by the General As- 
seinbly of the State of Iowa.” 
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2. The sessions of the General Assembly shall be biennial, and shall Sessions. 
commence on the first Monday of December next ensuing the election 
of its members; unless the Governor of the State shall, in the interim, 
convene the General Assembly by proclamation. 

3. The members of the House of Representatives shall be chosen weimbere H. R 
every second year,by the qualified electors of ghejr respective distrims, 
on the first Monday in Augusti whose term of office shall continue two 
years from the day of the general elggtion. 


4. No person shall be a member of the House of Representatives Qualifications, 
whosshall not have attained ihe age of twenty-one years; be a free 
white male citizen of the United States, and have been an inhabitant of 
this State or Territory one year next preceding his election ; and-at the 
time of his election, have an actual residence of thirty days in the county 
or district he may be chosen to represent. E 
5. ‘Senators shall be chosed for the term of four years, at the same senators. ` 
time and place as Representatives; tbey shall be t®enty-tive years of 
age, and possess the qualifications of Representatives as to residence 
and citizenship. i 
6. The number of Senators shall not be less fhan one-third, nor more Number. 
than one half the representative body; and atthe first session of the 
General Assembly, after tbis Constitution takes effect, the Senators 
shall be divided by lot, as equally as may be, info two classe-; the seats 
of the Senators of the first class shall be vacated at tHe expiration€f the 
second year, so that one half shall be chosen every {wo years.

13. When vacancies occur in either house, the Governor, or the per- 
son exercising the functions of the Governor, shall issue writs of elce- 
tion to fill such vacancies. 

14, The doors of each house shall be open, except on such occasion 
as, in the opinion of the house, may require secrecy. 

15. Neither house shall, without the consent of the other, adjourn for 
more than three days, nor to any other place than that in which they 
may be silting. ® 

16. Biils may originate in either house, except bills for revenne,which 
shall always originate in the House of Representatives, and may be 
amended, altered, or rejected by the other; and every Lill having passed 
both houses, shall be signed by the Speaker and President of their re- 
spective houses. 

1% Every bill which sHall have passed the General Assembly shall, 
befo®e it become a law, be presented to the Governor, If he approve, 
ne shall sign it; but if not, he shall return it with his objections, to the 
‘house ii which it originated, which shall enter the same upon the jour- 
nal and proceed to reconsider it; if, after such reconsideration, it again 
pass both houses, by yeas and nays, by a majority of two thirds of the 
members of each house present, it shall become a law notin Hhstanding 
the Governor’s objections. Irany bill shall net be returned within three 
days after it shall have been presentec to him, Sunday excepted, the 
same shall be a law in like manner as if he had signed it, unless the 
Genefal Assembly, by adjournment, prevent such return. 

18. An accurate statement of the receipts and expenditures of the 
public money shall be attached to and published with the laws, at every 
regular session of the General Assembly. 

19, The House of Representatives shall have the sole power of im- 
peachment, and all impeaehments shall be tried by the Senate. When 
silting for that purpose, the Senators shall be upon oath or aflirmation; 
and no person shall be convicted without the concurrence of two-thirds 
of the members present, 

20, The Governor, Secretary of State, Auditor, Treasurer,and Judges 
of the Supreme and District Courts, shall be liable to impeachment for 
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any misdemeanor in office; but judgment in such cases shall extend 

only to removal from office, and disqualification to hold any office of M 
honor, trust, or profit under this State; but the party convicted or ac- 

quitted shall nevertheless be liable to indictment, trial and punishment, 
according to law. All other civil officers shall be tried for misdemean- 

ors in office in such manuer as the General Assembly may provide. 


21, No Senator or Representative shall, during the time for which Appointments.)

der this State, which shall have been created, or the emoluments of 
which shall have been increased, during such term, except such offices 
as may be filled by elections by the people. 

22. No person holding any lucrative office under the United States, 
or this State, or any other power, skall be eligible to the General As- Who ineligible 
sembly: Provide, That offices in the militia, to which there is attach- 
ed no annual salary, or the office of justice of the peace, or postmasters 
whose compensation does not exceed one hundred dollares per annum, 
shall not be deemed lucrative. 

23, No person who may hereafter be a collector or holder of public Defawtterse 
moneys, shall have a seat in either house of the General Assembly, 
or be eligible to any office cf trust or profit under this State, until he 
shall have accounted for and paid into the treasury, all sums for which 
he may be liable. 

24, No money shall be drawn from the treasury but in consequence appropriations 
of appropriations made by law. ` 

25. Each member of the General Assembly shall receive a compen- compersstion. 
sation to be fixed by law, for his services, to be paid out of the treasury 
of the State. Such compensation shall not exceed two dollars per day 
for the period of fifty days from the commencement of the session, and 
shall not exceed the sum of one dollar per day for the remainder of the 
session: when convened in extra session by the Governor, they shall 
receive such sum as shall be fixed for the first fifty days of the ordinary 
session. They shall also receive two dollars for every twenty miles 
they shall {ravel, in going to and returning from their place of meeting, l 
on the most usual route: Provided, however, That the members of 
the first General Assembly under this Constitution shall receive two 
dollars per day for their services during the entire session.

this State, signed by the Governor and countersigned by the Secretary 
of State.

19. It, during the vacancy of the office of Governor, the Secretary 
of State shall be impeached, displaced, resign, die, or be absent from 
the state, the powers and duties of the office of Governor shall devolve 
upon the President ot the Senate; and should a vacancy occur by im 
peachment, death, resignation, or absence from the state, of the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, the Speaker of the Hause of Representatives shall 
act as Governor till the vacancy be filled,

and field of standing wheat, with a sickle and other farming utensils, on 
the left side near the bottom; a lead furnace and pile of pig lead, on 
the right side; the citizen soldier, with a plow in his rear, supporting 
the American flag and liberty cap with his right hand,‘and his gun with 
his left, in the center and ‘near the bottom; the Mississippi river in 
the rear of the whole, with the steamer Iowa under way; an eagle near 
the upper edge, holding in his beak a scroll, with the following inscrip- 
tion upon it: Our liberties we prize, and our rights we will maintain.

AN ACT to provide for the election of Electors of President and Vice President 
of the United States. 


Section 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa, l 


That the qualified electors of this State shall, on Tueslay [next] after 
the first Monday in the month of November, Anno Domini, 1848, as- 
semble in their respective townships, at the usual places designated for 
holding elections, and proceed to elect a number of electors of President 
and Vice President of the United States, equal to the number of Sena 
tors and Representatives this State may be entitled to in the Congress 
of the United States; which election shall commence and close at the 
same hours, and be eonducted in the same manner, and of which the 
sheriffs of the respective counties shall give the same notice, as is of 
may be directed hy law for electing members of the General Assemb'y 
of the State ; but no Senator or Representative in Congress, or person 
holding an office of trust or profit under the United States, shall be eli- 
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gible as an elector of President and Vice President of the United - 
States. `

township, forthwith after the close of the elections, fo seal up one of 
the poll books of the election, which shall be carried, within three days
